But is this really true or is it just the

Slow Down or Step Up? 


Some time ago, several students of the 


war in Viet Nam suggested that the most 
likely outcome of the fighting would be a 
gradual lessening of the severity of the 
conflict. The evidence today is that this is 
happening. 


News reports indicate that the Viet 


Cong are harder to find. While there was a 
major battle with what was reported to be 
North Vietnamese troops about two weeks 
ago, there is no sign at present that a great 
many more men are being sent down the 
Ho Chi Minn trail to help out the South 
Vietnamese Viet Cong.

few weeks. On the face of it. Chairman 
Mot! of the present Committee on Water 
Pollution makes a reasonable case when he 
argues that to throw out the present 
committee and to install a new board 
would be to waste considerable experience 
in the field. Mr. Potter, on the other hand, 
says that there is no reason why one or 
more of the present officers cannot be 


. named to the new board, to exploit their 


expert knowledge and to have the benefit 
of their experience. What his committee 
appears to be concerned about primarily is 
to identify the pollution program separate- 
ly, to give it major status, and thus to 
effectuate its powers more fruitfully. 


There has been an obvious upsurge of 


public concern about the preservation of 
our surface water resources. The legisla- 
ture should be reminded that there will be 
considerable public attention concentrated 
upon its handling of the Potter committee 
report when its deliberations resume in 
May.

KHRUSHCHEV'S FATE 


The fate of Mr. Khrushchev 


illustrates both the danger and 
the difference. His populariza-

existence was merely an ex- 
tension and development of a 
doctrine first used by Lenin 
and Stalin. Like them, he used 
it for reasons 
dictated 
by 


Russia's 
own interests. Nor 


did this doctrine keep Mr. 
Khrushchev from smuggling 
missiles into Cuba and almost 
causing a nuclear war. 


He fell from po\\er. to the 


extent that Cuba contributed 
to his disgrace, because he 
had first violated the canons

our thinking that most of us 
were surprised and incredu- 
lous when the Chinese experts 
told the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee that China's

time worrying about the coun- 
try's economic problems and 
not in planning foreign mili- 
tary adventures. Even the war 
in Viet Nam 
does not go 


against 
this 
testimony. At 


least up to this point. China 
has consulted her self-interest 
and has avoided any involve- 
ment that might lead to a 
clash with the United States. 
This point has been weighed 
very carefully in the Moscow
